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Montclair  State  University  has  undergone  many 
changes  since  its  inception.  Founded  in  1908, 
Montclair  started  out  as  a  teacher's  college.  During 
the  following  years,  Montclair  added  more  pro- 
grams and  became  more  of  a  liberal  arts  college. 
In  1959,  Montclair  State  Teacher's  College  became 
Montclair  State  College,  offering  a  wide  variety  of 
undergraduate  and  graduate  programs.  From  1990 
until  1994,  the  school  was  known  simply  as  "Mont- 
clair State",  although  the  school  was  still  techni- 
cally a  "college."  On  April  27,  1994,  Montclair 
State  became  Montclair  State  University,  an  insti- 
tution with  an  emphasis  on  teaching  rather  than 
research. 
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When  you  think  about  it,  although  Montclair  State 
University  has  undergone  many  changes  throughout 
the  years,  many  things  have  remained  unchanged. 
It  has  always  been  difficult  to  find  a  decent  parking 
space  on  campus.  Fraternities,  sororities  and  clubs 
have  been  a  big  part  of  campus  life  for  several  dec- 
ades. And  students  still  can't  seem  to  find  enough 
time  in  the  day  to  eat,  sleep,  socialize,  and  study. 
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The  theme  of  the  1995  La  Cam- 
pana  is  "The  More  Things  Change, 
the  More  They  Stay  the  Same."  De- 
spite all  of  the  changes  the  campus 
has  undergone  over  the  past  87  years, 
there  are  many  aspects  of  Montclair 
State  University  that  have  remained 
unchanged.  This  yearbook  is  a  chron- 
icle of  some  of  the  things  that  have 
changed  at  Montclair  and  some  of  the 
things  that  have  remained  the  same. 
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College  Hall  has  been  a  symbol  of 
Montclair  State  University  since  its  in- 
ception. Its  bell  is  the  official  symbol  of 
the  university,  and  appears  on  most  of 
the  institution's  official  correspon- 
dence. Although  the  bell  was  silenced 
for  a  number  of  years,  it  has  been 
brought  back  into  service,  and  its  chimes 
can  be  heard  clearly  throughout  the 
campus,  just  as  they  were  in  the  early 
days  of  the  school.  College  Hall  was  the 
first  building  of  the  campus,  with  Chap- 
in  Hall  and  Russ  Hall  following  shortly 
after.  Since  those  early  days,  dozens  of 
new  buildings  have  been  added  to  the 
campus,  such  as  Freeman  Hall,  a  resi- 
dence hall  on  the  south  side  of  campus 
which  is  located  near  the  three  original 
buildings  of  the  institution. 
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Since  Dr.  Irvin  Reid  became  President  of 
the  school  in  1989,  the  school  has  grown  in 
size  and  renown.  The  school  is  now  dedicated 
to  preparing  its  students  for  a  global  society. 
Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Reid,  the  university 
has  added  new  buildings,  such  as  the  new 
School  of  Humanities  and  Social  Sciences, 
completed  in  1993.  Older  buildings,  such  as 
Morehead  Hall  and  Sprague  Library  have  un- 
dergone major  changes.  Morehead  Hall,  which 
used  to  be  the  school's  business  building,  is 
becoming  an  academic  support  center,  and 
Sprague  Library  added  a  new  wing  to  the 
building  in  1994.

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Registration  has  always  been  a  tumultuous  experience 
at  Montclair  State  University.  However,  in  recent  years 
the  registration  process  has  become  easier  for  the  hordes 
of  students  hoping  to  get  into  all  of  the  classes  they 
desire. 

Until  the  mid-1980s,  students  would  have  to  wait  in  long 
lines  in  Panzer  Gymnasium.  This  process  involved  filling 
out  many  forms  and  waiting  for  weeks  before  confir- 
mation was  sent  through  the  mail  about  class  schedules. 
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In  the  mid-1980s,  the  computer  age 
ushered  in  a  more  streamlined  registra- 
tion process.  Although  the  lines  were 
still  long,  students  could  now  find  out 
which  classes  were  closed  or  cancelled 
as  soon  as  they  registered,  and  get  their 
finalized  schedules  immediately.  In  the 
Spring  of  1995,  Montclair  State  Uni- 
versity again  placed  itself  at  the  fore- 
front of  registration  technology  with  a 
totally  automated  phone-in  registration 
system.  Now  students  can  register  for 
classes  in  the  comfort  of  their  own 
homes  and  avoid  the  long  lines  asso- 
ciated with  previous  incarnations  of  reg- 
istration. 
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Even  the  traditional  graduation  ceremony  has  un- 
dergone significant  changes  at  Montclair  State  Uni- 
versity. The  ceremony  used  to  be  held  outdoors  on 
DiGourdi  Field.  The  graduates  would  take  part  in  a 
procession  down  College  Avenue  towards  the  field, 
where  parents,  friends,  and  teachers  awaited  their 
arrival.  Thousands  of  people  would  fill  the  stands  to 
celebrate  the  achievements  of  Montclair  State's  new- 
est alumni.  The  students  were  seated  directly  on  the 
field,  facing  the  northern  end  of  campus.  This  was, 
and  still  is,  the  culmination  of  the  academic  aspects 
of  life  at  Montclair  State. 
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For  the  1990s,  the  university  decided 
to  make  changes  to  the  graduation  cer- 
emony. The  ceremony  was  moved  in- 
doors to  Brendan  Byrne  Arena.  While 
guests  were  seated  in  the  stands,  the 
graduates  took  part  in  a  procession 
across  the  arena  floor.  Despite  the  large 
size  of  the  arena,  the  arena's  stands  are 
still  packed  with  enthusiastic  support- 
ers of  the  graduates.

The  Cost  of  Higher  Education 


One  of  the  preeminent  considerations  that  any  high  school  student  makes  is  how  he  or  she 
is  going  to  pay  for  his  or  her  education.  The  cost  of  a  college  education  has  risen  sharply  in 
recent  years.  Most  students  need  assistance  beyond  what  their  families  are  able  to  contribute 
monetarily  to  their  education. 

The  Montclair  State  University  Office  of  Student  Financial  Aid  is  here  to  help  those  students 
who  need  some  assistance  in  paying  for  their  education  at  MSU.  Headed  by  Dr.  Randall  W. 
Richards,  the  Financial  Aid  Office  provides  financial  aid  for  most  undergraduate  and  graduate 
students  at  the  university.  During  the  1994-1995  academic  year,  financial  aid  totaling  over 
$22,000,000  was  provided  to  81%  of  full-time  undergraduate  students  at  MSU. 

There  are  many  types  of  different  assistance  available  from  the  Financial  Aid  Office.  These 
different  types  of  financial  aid  can  come  from  the  federal  government,  the  state,  or  the  univer- 
sity.

There  are  several  federal  programs  available  to  help  students.  Pell  Grants  are  monetary  pack- 
ages given  to  students  which  do  not  have  to  be  paid  back.  Perkins  and  Stafford  loans  are  loans 
offered  to  students  at  reduced  interest  rates.  These  loans  have  to  be  paid  back  by  the  students 
once  they  graduate  from  the  university.  Work-study  programs  are  also  available  to  certain  stu- 
dents. These  students  can  earn  money  for  their  education  by  working  on  campus.  The  federal 
government  also  allows  parents  to  take  out  loans  to  pay  for  the  education  of  their  children. 

State  programs  include  Tuition  Aid  Grants,  which  do  not  have  to  be  repaid  by  the  students, 
NJ  Class  loans,  which  were  designed  to  help  middle  income  students,  and  the  Educational 
Opportunity  Fund,  which  assists  those  students  who  come  from  impoverished  educational  and 
economic  backgrounds.  These  students  receive  full  tuition  waivers. 

University  programs  include  scholarships  for  Resident  Assistants  and  Honors  Program  stu- 
dents, and  Alumni  Association  scholarships,  which  are  provided  to  students  who  demonstrate 
outstanding  academic  and  leadership  skills.

As  with  all  things,  they  must  come  to  an  end.  So  too  you  must  pay  back  that  loan  that  has 
sustained  your  higher  educational  dreams.  Upon  your  leaving  school,  the  Direct  Loan  Servicing 
Center  is  the  place  where  you  will  keep  into  contact  with  for  the  repayment.  Every  student  is 
given  a  six  months  grace  period  before  they  are  required  to  start  reimbursement  for  their  various 
loans.  There  are  four  options  available  for  you  to  choose  from  with  which  to  make  your  pay- 
ments. And  do  not  forget  that  compounded  interest. 

Dr.  Richards  graduated  in  1963  from  Montclair  State  with  degrees  in  English  and  Social 
Studies.  He  received  his  Masters  and  Doctorate  from  Rutgers  University.  He  has  headed  the 
Office  of  Student  Financial  Aid  since  1973,  is  constantly  striving  to  improve  the  workings  of 
the  department.  For  the  1995-1996  year,  the  Financial  Aid  Office  would  like  to  establish  a 
National  Student  Loan  Database  system  in  conjunction  with  the  Registrar's  Office.

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Sometime  before  March  1st  of  any  given  year,  high  school  seniors  across  the  country,  verily,  the  world, 
dutifully  spend  precious  time  filling  out  with  high  hopes  their  college  or  university  admission  applications. 
Many  of  these  students  would  like  to  become  one  of  the  approximately  15,000  undergraduate  students  at 
VIontclair  State  University. 

When  a  student  completes  the  many  parts  of  the  Montclair  State  University  Application  for  Undergraduate 
Admission  and  sends  it  on  its  way  to  the  institution,  the  application  makes  its  way  to  the  Office  of  Under- 
graduate Admissions. 

The  Office  of  Undergraduate  Admissions  is  headed  by  Dr.  Alan  Buechler.  Dr.  Buechler,  who  has  a  doctorate 
n  education  from  Rutgers  University,  has  been  working  for  MSU  since  1968.  Dr.  Buechler  is  the  person 
altimately  responsible  for  the  department's  processing  of  the  applications.  A  panel  of  7  faculty  members 
lecides  the  fate  of  thousands  of  high  school  and  transfer  students  concerning  their  futures  at  MSU. 

The  thousands  of  applications  that  pour  into  the  office  are  separated  into  three  categories.  There  are 
ipplications  which  are  labeled  "clearly  acceptable,"  applications  which  are  labeled  "clearly  unacceptable," 
ind  those  applications  which  fall  into  a  "gray  area."  It  is  the  "gray  area"  applications  which  keep  the 
Jndergraduate  Admissions  Committee  the  most  diligent.  Each  one  of  these  "gray  area"  applications  is 
eviewed  individually  by  the  members  of  the  panel,  who  eventually  decide  whether  the  candidate  is  prime 
MSU  material. 

The  standards  for  admission  to  MSU  have  gradually  gotten  more  competitive  in  recent  years.  Currently, 
he  mean  combined  SAT  score  for  incoming  students  is  approximately  1,000,  and  almost  all  of  these  students 
ank  in  the  top  half  of  their  classes. 

The  office  also  sends  recruiters  to  different  high  schools  and  community  colleges  to  recruit  students  for 
MSU.  During  the  course  of  an  academic  yer,  the  office  may  visit  up  to  300  different  schools.  The  office 
ilso  holds  at  least  3  different  open  houses  each  year,  where  parents  and  students  can  visit  the  campus  and 
amiliarize  themselves  with  MSU  and  all  it  has  to  offer. 

Despite  the  high  quality  of  our  institution,  MSU  is  not  without  its  competitors.  Dr.  Buechler  states  that 
MSU's  biggest  competitor  is  Rutgers  University  in  New  Brunswick.  Dr.  Buechler  believes  that  "selling"  the 
:ampus  to  prospective  students  is  more  of  an  art  than  a  science.  He  believes  that  it  is  important  to  emphasize 
:he  universitiy's  strong  points  in  order  to  entice  these  people.  Dr.  Buechler  believes  that  our  institution's 
strongest  points  are  its  self-containment,  its  beauty,  its  proximity  to  New  York  City,  a  large  number  of  classes 
aught  by  professors  instead  of  graduate  assistants,  and  a  small  (16:1)  student  to  faculty  member  ratio. 

Recently,  the  Undergraduate  Admissions  office  reached  an  agreement  with  Essex  County  College  which 
vould  guarantee  admission  to  all  ECC  business  majors  who  graduate  with  a  2.75  or  higher  G.P.A.  into 
MSU's  own  business  program.  Partnerships  such  as  this  will  most  likely  increase  the  number  of  undergraduate 
students  attending  MSU  in  the  near  future. 

Dr.  Buechler  has  several  goals  for  the  future.  Among  these,  he  would  like  to  increase  the  standards  used 
:o  accept  students  to  MSU,  increase  student  diversity  on  campus,  and  attract  more  students  outside  of  the 
^lew  Jersey  area.  Currently,  over  90%  of  undergraduate  students  at  MSU  come  from  in-state.  Dr.  Buechler 
vould  like  to  see  more  students  from  other  parts  of  the  country  and  the  world  become  a  part  of  our 
:ommunity.

Designated  as  a  Center  of  Excellence  in  the  Fine  and  Performing  Arts,  Montclair  State  continues 
its  commitment  to  quality  programs  in  art  and  education.  Its  School  of  Fine  and  Performing  Arts 
offers  graduate  and  undergraduate  programs  in  fine  arts,  music,  broadcasting,  speech  communication, 
dance,  and  theatre.  In  1986,  the  School  of  Fine  and  Performing  Arts  was  awarded  the  $5.7  million 
Governor's  Challenge  for  Excellence  in  the  Arts  Grant,  the  largest  known  arts  program  grant  anywhere. 
The  grant  is  designed  to  bridge  the  gap  between  the  academic  and  the  professional  world  and  expands 
upon  our  already  exciting  arts  curriculum  and  cultural  program  offerings.  The  School  also  includes  a 
Music  Preparatory  Division,  which  offers  instruction  to  children  from  age  3  to  high  school,  and  an 
Office  of  Arts  Programming  which  presents  major  dance,  music,  theatrical,  literary  and  visual  arts 
events.  The  School  also  provides  a  variety  of  exhibits  in  its  Art  Galleries  and  includes  the  Dumont 
Television  Center.  Other  divisions  of  the  School  include  Student  Services  and  Box  Office  and  Audience 
Services. 

The  School  of  Fine  and  Performing  Arts  provides  professional  training  and  education  for  students 
seeking  careers  in  the  arts,  education,  public  service  and  management.  It  presents  cultural  events  and 
offers  courses  and  experiences  in  the  arts  for  the  enrichment  of  campus  and  community  life.  The 
resources  of  the  School  are  taken  to  the  community  in  the  form  of  lectures,  demonstrations  and  an

Although  the  departments  that  comprise  the  School  of  Humanities  and  Social  Sciences  have  tra- 
ditionally been  concerned  with  the  activities  and  issues  central  to  the  liberal  arts  and  general  education, 
they  also  offer  undergraduate  and  graduate  programs  with  specific  career  objectives. 

Each  department,  with  the  exception  of  Legal  Studies  and  Communication  Sciences  and  Disorders, 
offers  at  least  one  major  program  leading  to  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree.

It  also  provides  numerous  opportunities 
for  internship  training  in  business,  clinical,  governmental,  and  educational  settings,  including  the  Com- 
munication Disorders  Center  and  the  Psychoeducational  Center  located  on  campus.  Interdisciplinary 
and  applied  minor  programs,  whereby  students  may  obtain  a  broad  liberal  education  along  with  specific 
career  skills  are  encourged. 

In  its  brief  history,  the  School  of  Humanities  and  Social  Sciences  has  established  a  unique  identity 
based  upon  diversity  within  a  unified,  organic  whole.

In  addition, 
the  New  Jersey  School  of  Conservation,  one  of  the  largest  environmental  and  outdoor  education 
centers  in  the  world,  is  part  of  the  School  of  Professional  Studies.

Programs  within  the  School  of  Mathematical  and  Natural  Sciences  (SMNS)  provide  a  sound 
foundation  for  careers  in  industry,  government,  pre-medicine,  pre-dentistry  and  other  health  pro- 
fessions, as  well  as  for  post-baccalaureate  studies  in  graduate  or  professional  schools.  Programs 
leading  to  teacher  certification  are  also  available  in  appropriate  fields. 

Under  the  direction  of  knowledgeable  and  dedicated  faculty  mentors,  students  have  access  to 
unusually  extensive  facilities  and  state-of-the-art  equipment  including  scanning  and  transmission 
electron  microscopes,  a  cell  culture  laboratory,  an  animal  room,  greenhouse,  scintillation  counters, 
Fourier  transform  nuclear  magnetic  resonance  spectrometers,  gas  chromatograph/mass  spectrom- 
eters and  X-ray  diffraction  spectrometers.  Undergraduate  research  programs  and  internships  provide 
students  with  a  unique  opportunity  to  learn  how  science  is  accomplished. 

Since  scientific  computing  has  unique  requirements,  the  school  supports  its  own  local  area  network 
(Sci  Net).  Sci  Net  consists  of  a  number  of  state-of-the-art  RISC  SUN  workstations  and  servers,  DEC 
microVAXen,  graphic  workstations,  IBM  PCs  and  Apple  Macintosh  microcomputers.  Through  net- 
working, students  in  all  SMNS  departments  have  access  to  national  and  international  computer 
networks  and  bulletin  boards. 

A  number  of  programs  leading  to  degrees  are  administered  in  the  school  including:  Biology, 
Biochemistry,  Chemistry,  Computer  Science,  Geosciences,  Mathematics,  Molecular  Biology  and 
Physics.  In  addition,  the  school  houses  the  Health  Careers  Program,  designed  to  increase  career 
opportunities  for  the  under-represented  in  science. 

For  pre-professional  students,  there  are  also  seven-year  programs  offered  jointly  by  Montclair 
State  and  the  University  of  Medicine  and  Dentistry  NJ  (UMDNJ)  leading  to  the  BS  degree  at  Montclair 
State  and  either  the  Doctor  of  Medicine  or  the  Doctor  of  Dental  Medicine  degree  at  UMDNJ.  In 
addition,  an  eight-year  joint  program  exists  for  the  BS  degree  from  Montclair  State  and  the  Doctor 
of  Medicine  degree  at  UMDNJ  for  students  enrolled  in  the  Health  Careers  program  in  the  SMNS. 
A  student  accepted  into  one  of  these  three  programs  is  assured  of  a  place  in  the  medical  or  dental 
school  upon  successful  completion  of  the  program  requirements  at  Montclair  State.

Kiki  Williams  is  the  director  of  the  shuttle  bus  se 
are  in  session,  approximately  15,000  student  fa 
buses.  During  daytime  hours,  which  range  from 
different  shuttle  buses  run  per  day.  During  night| 
3:30  p.m.  until  11:15  p.m.,  3  different  shuttle 
service  during  the  summer  sessions. 
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There  are  7  different  shuttle  bus  drivers  eager  to  transport  M 
students  to  their  destinations.  5  of  these  drivers  are  full-time, 
are  part-time. 

In  order  to  better  serve  the  students  of  MSU,  the  service  has 
instituted  many  changes.  One  of  the  most  significant  changes  is  the 
addition  of  express  routes  to  Clove  Road.  NoW^HIdents  can  board 
a  bus  at  either  the  Student  Center  or  College  Hall  and  be  taken 
directly  to  Clove  Road.  The  service  has  also  just  recently  added  & 
new  bus  to  the  fleet.  Most  of  the  newer  buses  are  accessible  to 
handicapped  students. 

Although  in  1991  75%  of  MSU  students  said  they  were  dissatisfied 
with  the  shuttle  bus  service,  improvements  such  as  the  ones  men- 
tioned above  have  increased  student  satisfaction  significantly. 
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In  the  Fall  1994  semester,  controversy  erupted  at 
Montclair  State  University  when  a  member  of  Delta  Kap- 
pa Psi,  a  business  fraternity,  hung  a  Confederate  flag 
over  his  fraternity's  cafeteria  table.  Members  of  the  Or- 
ganization of  Students  for  African  Unity  complained  to 
Associate  Dean  of  Students  James  E.  Harris  that  the 
hanging  of  the  flag  was  racist  in  nature.  The  Greek  Coun- 
cil brought  the  organization  up  on  charges  of  "conduct 
unbecoming  a  Greek  organization,"  and  found  them 
guilty.  The  fraternity  was  ordered  to  display  a  racially 
harmonious  banner  in  the  cafeteria  and  sponsor  a  racial 
awareness  workshop. 

Fuel  was  added  to  the  fire  during  the  Spring  1995 
semester  when  the  Organization  of  Students  for  African 
Unity  invited  controversial  speaker  Dr.  Leonard  Jeffries 
to  speak  on  campus.  Delta  Kappa  Psi  was  outraged  that 
the  organization  was  allowed  to  sponsor  Jeffries,  and 
responded  by  mocking  the  speaker  on  posters  which 
were  hung  over  their  cafeteria's  table.  OSAU  did  not 
face  any  disciplinary  action  for  sponsoring  Dr.  Jeffries.

La  Campana  is  published  by  the  yearbook  staff  of  Montclair  State  and  serves  as  a  medium  of 
communication  for  its  readers.  It  exists  to  inform  its  readers  about  school,  community,  nation 
world  events,  personalities,  school  policies  and  their  changes  and  of  course  to  entertain. 

The  1994  -  1995  staff  has  established  as  editorial  policy  that: 

1 .  Libelous  and  obscene  material,  profane  or  purposely  disruptive  statements  will  not  appear 
in  La  Campana. 

2.  The  staff  of  La  Campana  retains  the  right  to  choose  content  and  to  determine  the  priority  of 
pictures  and  stories  for  its  readers.  No  other  individuals,  other  than  the  La  Campana  staff  and 
its  advisor,  have  the  right  to  review  the  content  of  La  Campana  prior  to  publication.  Final 
decisions  involving  all  written  and  pictorial  content  of  La  Campana  shall  be  made  by  the  editors 
with  suggested  input  from  the  advisor. 

3.  La  Campana  will  strive  to  present  the  various  topics  in  an  objective  manner.  As  much  as 
possible,  the  sectional  editors  will  be  encouraged  to  research  those  views,  policies  or  actions 
that  are  being  reported  so  those  involved  may  express  their  opinion  in  a  feature.  La  Campana 
will  attempt  to  use  fairness,  impartiality,  accuracy,  truthfulness  and  responsibility  in  present- 
ing ideas  to  its  readers. 

4.  La  Campana  will  make  clear  distinction  between  factual  and  opinionated  content.  If  opinion 
pieces  appear,  they  will  be  labeled  as  such. 

5.  While  no  specific  endorsements  appearing  in  this  book,  there  is  however  a  few  pages  of 
personal  advertisements  and  boosters.
